Canada Feels Blow; 
Families Flee Floods 
In Pittsburgh Area

Hurricane 
Hazel, 
exacting 
a 
death toll of at least 68 while 
ravaging an eight-state area, Dis­ 
trict of Columbia and Canada, 
caused hundreds of families in the 
Pittsburgh, Pa., area to flee their 
home today as the Allegheny and 
Monongahela rivers rose to what 
was feared would be flood stage. 
The raging waters, caused by tor­ 
rential rains, later began to recede. 
But like the rest of areas which 
felt Hazel’s wrath, the Pittsburgh 
section, reported untold millions of 
dollars in property damage. No 
deaths or injuries were know'n im­ 
mediately. 
Termed one of the worst con­ 
tinental storms of the century, and 
spawned ll days ago in the Wind­ 
ward Islands about 1,600 miles 
east-southeast of Miami, Hazel’s 
130 m.p.h. center devastated the 
island of Haiti last Tuesday, leav­ 
ing reportedly more than IOO dead 
on that tropic isle. 
She smashed north - northwest 
to bash the U.S. mainland early 
Friday. Her hurricane winds were 
“calmed” to gale force by Pennsyl­ 
vania’s Allegheny a n d Pocono 
Mountains — but she picked up 
enough punch to disrupt upper 
New York State and take nine 
lives in the area.

Hazel isn’t '‘dead,” the New 
York W’eather Bureau said early 
today and damage was estimated 
in the millions as some districts 
came under the heaviest fainfall 
of the century. 
Although her outer winds mere­ 
ly “brushed” the New England 
area, Hazel’s sprawling might still 
was making itself felt early today, 
with the coastal regions girding 
against the threat of abnormally 
high tides. 
As a result of the storm-foment­ 
ed driving rains, a Springfield, 
Mass., man was injured fatally 
when struck by an auto driver 
blinded by the downpour. 
At an early hour, storm warn­ 
ings still were being flown from 
Block Island, off Rhode Island to 
Eastport, Me. 
The big blow grazed the New 
York metropolitan area, but still 
managed to wrhip up wand gusts 
of more than IOO m.p.h.

Eisenhower 
Bids For U.S. 
Farmers’ Vote 


Says GOP Congress 
Will Assure Them Of 
Enduring Prosperity 


INDIANAPOLIS (JI — President 
Eisenhower bid for the nation’s 
farm vote last night, saying elec­ 
tion of a Republican Congress will 
help assure American farmers “a 
foundation of enduring prosper­ 
ity.” 
Speaking to a wildly cheering, 
capacity crowd of 15,000 at Butler 
University, the President jabbed 
at the Truman administration for 
what he termed the farmers’ “seri­ 
ous loss in buying power” in 
1951-52. 
And—in a separate speech at a 
smaller rally of GOP colleagues— 
he sounded a challenge to Repub­ 
licans to spur “our horses . . . 
and to get to going” in the party’s 
drive to maintain control of Con­ 
gress in the Nov. 2 elections. 
Eisenhower stopped over in the 
Indiana capital in the midst of 
the Farm Belt on his way back 
to hurricane - lashed Washington 
from Denver, w'here he ended an 
eight-week work and play vaca­ 
tion yesterday. 
His private plane landed 
at 
Washington National Airport early 
today, several hours after the hur­ 
ricane had swept north. 
His major address last night- 
broadcast nationwide by radio and 
telecast in 15 farm states—marked 
another stepup in his personal 
campaign to swing voters into the 
Republican column this fall. 
During the first 21 months of 
his administration, he said, “we 
have gone far toward building for 
our agriculture a foundation of en­ 
during prosperity, in an America 
at last at peace.” 
He said there never had been 
more constructive farm legislation 
than that passed by the GOP-con- 
trolled 83rd 
Congress, 
and 
he 
blamed “the old farm law” for a 
“steady decline in farmers’ buy­ 
ing power.” 
On the speakers platform were 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson, 
whom he warmly praised, and Re­ 
publican candidates from the Farm 
Belt. There had been reports from 
Washington that GOP leaders coun­ 
seled against having Benson on 
the platform, presumably because 
of some Republican opposition to 
the administration’s controversial 
farm program.

U.S., Canada 
To Test ‘Nike’ 
In Arctic Area 


To Determine How 
Well Missile System 
Works In Bitter Cold 


WASHINGTON (JI—The United 
States and Canada, working to­ 
gether with the American weapon, 
are going to determine how well 
the Nike guided missile system for 
antiaircraft defense works in the 
bitter cold of the Arctic. 
The powerful, faster-than-sound 
Nike has been tested so far only in 
the comparatively moderate cli­ 
mate of Texas and New Mexico. 
Washington 
and 
Ottawa 
an­ 
nounced last night that cold wea­ 
ther trials of the missile and its 
intricate guidance system will be 
made during January and Febru­ 
ary at Ft. Churchill, a post on the 
west coast of Hudson Bay where 
the thermometer sometimes drops 
to 50 degrees below zero. 
Canadian crews, who trained the 
past summer at Ft. Bliss, Tex., 
will operate the Nike at the Cana­ 
dian site with U.S. Army techni­ 
cians participating. 
The Army boasts the Nike can 
cope with any type plane now fly­ 
ing. But the weapon has yet to be 
tried out in the subzero tempera­ 
tures and penetrating wind chill of 
the Far North to show if changes 
are needed for Nike systems in­ 
stalled near northern American or 
Canadian cities. 
The Army also wants to know 
how efficiently Nike battery crews 
can operate the complex controls 
and electronic guidance levers and 
buttons of the Nike battery when 
metal is freezing cold and fingers 
are sheathed in mittens. 
In talking to reporters about the 
formal announcement of the Nijce 
test, Pentagon research and de­ 
velopment officials also disclosed 
that another new weapon of the 
atomic age—the 280 mm cannon— 
had been tested last winter at Ft. 
Churchill. The cannon can fire 
atomic shells, but in the Churchill 
tests used only conventional explo­ 
sive ammunition, they said. 
Ft. Churchill contains an artil­ 
lery range and a vast maneuver 
area which have been used exten­ 
sively during recent years by joint 
Canadian-American units for Arc­ 
tic training and testing of equip­ 
ment.

Higher Rates 
For Indigent 


Institution's Request 
For $ 3 .8 4 Daily Hike 
Rejected By County 


A proposed increase of S3.84 per 
day for the care of indigent pa­ 
tients in four Columbiana County 
hospitals was rejected Friday by 
county commissioners. 
Administrators of East Liverpool 
City Hospital, the East Liverpool 
Osteopathic Hospital and S a l e m 
City Hospital and Salem Central 
Clinic filed a request Thursday 
with County Welfare Director Rig 
by Mast for $17.94 a day for each 
poor-relief patient 
compared to 
$14.10 in the 1953-54 contract. This 
was referred to the commission 
ers yesterday. 
Albert R. Hanna of Salem Cen­ 
tral Clinic, chairman of the hos­ 
pital group, said the new daily 
charge represents the actual cost 
of caring for a patient. 
“County hospitals have b e e n 
taking care of relief patients for 
years at a loss, and we feel the 
county should carry its fair share 
of the expenses,” Hanna said to­ 
day. 
Commissioners 
said 
yesterday 
they would be amenable to 3 per 
cent increase over the former 
charge, or $14.52, but would not 
sign a contract for $17.94 per pa­ 
tient per day. 
In 1952, some 39 per cent of the 
relief budget went for hospital 
care of the poor, Mast said. The 
figure for 1953 was not available. 
Miss Nell Robinson, superinten­ 
dent of East Liverpool Hospital; 
Dr. John Hayes of the Osteopathic 
Hospital, and C. J. Mosher of Sa­ 
lem City Hospital accompanied 
Hanna in the conference w i t h 
Mast. 
Contracts are signed on a fiscal 
year basis, from July I to June 
30, Hanna said, therefore the con­ 
tract renewal is in arrears over 
three months. 
The spokesman said all county 
hospitals except the Osteopathic 
are voluntary 
non-profit institu 
tions and that the cost to the pa­ 
tients is calculated upon operating 
them. 
Hospitals head contend care of 
welfare patients is a county pro­ 
blem and should be paid f r o m 
county taxes. 
“We are interested in amicable 
working relationships between our 
hospitals and county,” Hanna de­ 
clared. 
“As the situation now exists, it 
amounts to the private-paying pa­ 
tients helping to pay the medical 
expenses of the poor,” he said. 
The county agreement for hos­ 
pitalization of the poor has been 
in effect for about IO years. Be­ 
fore that time, township trustees 
were responsible for medical ex­ 
penses for their indigent.

British Chief 
Seeks Solution 
To Pier Strike 


Britons Braced For 
Return To Austerity 
Of World War II Days 


LONDON Ufl — Prime Minister 
Churchill called his third Cabinet 
meeting in three days today to 
find a solution to London’s crip­ 
pling dock strike. The walkout 
threatens Britons with a return to 
the austerity of World War II. 
The Cabinet session at No. IO 
Downing St. 
Churchill’s 
official 
residence, was 
the fourth this 
week. It came as the unofficial 
dock stoppage threatened the na­ 
tion’s food and fuel supplies. 
Reports were current in London 
that the government may declare 
a state of emergency and bring 
in troops to load and unload ships. 
Unofficial circles said, however, 
the situation had not yet reached 
the stage for such stringent meas­ 
ures. 
At the same time, a spreading 
wildcat bus strike knocked more 
than half the teeming capital’s dou­ 
ble decker buses off the streets, 
bringing

of traffic 
chaos. 
Faced with a grim warning from 
the government, millions of house­ 
wives prepared to stock up their 
larders. 
A Ministry of Labor statement 
issued after an emergency Cabinet 
meeting last night said the walkout 
of 24,000 London dockers “is hav­ 
ing a serious effect on the coun­ 
try’s export trade, is endangering 
food supplies and threatened to 
cause unemployment in other in­ 
dustries.” 
Britain lives by food imported 
from abroad. A third of that food, 
and the trade that pays for it, is 
channelled through the port of Lon­ 
don. 
Prime Minister Churchill, wrest­ 
ling with the gravest labor crisis 
since he returned to office three 
years ago, canceled his usual week­ 
end in the country to stay on hand 
in the capital.

“ farm vote” was the key to Harry Truman’s 
unforeseen success in 1948. Political analyst 
agree it is the key to the Republican party’s 
chances of maintaining control of the House 
and Senate in 1954. 
The agricultural issue, although complicated 
by formulas and statisü cs that defy easy un­ 
derstanding, is not complex . 
It lies between the theory that agriculture 
should be encouraged to lean less heavily on 
federal subsidies and the fact that agricultural­ 
ists do not relish the idea of surrendering any 
income derived from subsidies. 
As a group, farmers know better than most 
groups the importance of self-reliance. As long 
as President Eisenhower and Secretary Benson 
were talking about self-reliance as a matter of 
principle, they had a sympathetic audience. But 
the instant the dairy subsidy was reduced last 
April, farmers with milk to sell at reduced 
prices began to have misgivings. 
They were the same misgivings that gnawed 
at other Americans who were hit in the pocket- 
book by the Eisenhower administration’s policy 
of tapering off an inflaü on that had been en­ 
couraged by government since the beginning 
of World War II and had been sought since 
1934. 
The question, m agriculture and in industry 
too, is whether or not systematic inflation, ear­ 
ned on by huge federal spending, has become 
so ingrained in the American way of life it 
cannot be changed. 
The Eisenhower administration construed its 
clecü on in 1952 as a mandate to tapeç off in­ 
flation. If voters elect a majority of congres­ 
sional candidates in 1954 who advocate a return 
to inflation, the new Congress will have the 
opposite kind of a mandate. 
The significance of the farm vote this year 
lies in the fact it will reveal to politicians how 
Americans can be ex pected to react when steps 
away from inflation affect cash income. If 
politicians conclude that most Americans don’t 
^ant to pay the price for an anti-inflation pol­ 
icy, systematic inflation as carried out from 
1933 to 1952 will never be challenged again.

In all the pulse-feeling being done in this 
election year, no one is getting closer atten­ 
tion than farmers. President Eisenhower’s farm 
policy speech in Indianapolis Friday night was 
an attempt to offset criticism 
being voiced 
against him and Secretary of Agriculture Ben­ 
son. 
Relatively few' congressional districts a r e 
without a sizeable bloc of farm votes. Many 
districts are entirely rural. The tendency of 
agricultural voters for or against the party in 
power is one of the basic political forces. The 
“ farm vote” was the key to Harry Trum an’s 
unforeseen success in 1948. Political analysts 
agree it is the key to the Republican party’s 
chances of maintaining control of the House 
and Senate in 1954. 
The agricultural issue, although complicated 
by formulas and statistics that defy easy un­ 
derstanding, is not complex. 
It lies between the theory that agriculture 
should be encouraged to lean less heavily on 
federal subsidies and the fact that agricultural­ 
ists do not relish the idea of surrendering any 
income derived from subsidies.

They were the same misgivings that gnawed 
at other Americans who were hit in the pocket- 
book by the Eisenhower administration’s policy 
of tapering off an inflation that had been en­ 
couraged by government since the beginning 
of World War II and had been sought since 
1934. 
The question, in agriculture and in industry 
too. is whether or not systematic inflation, car­ 
ried on by huge federal spending, has become 
so ingrained in the American way of life it 
cannot be changed. 
The Eisenhower administration construed its 
election in 1952 as a mandate to tapes off *n* 
Ration. If voters elect a majority of congres­ 
sional candidates in 1954 who advocate a return 
to inflation, the new Congress will have the 
opposite kind of a mandate. 
The* significance of the farm vote this year 
lies in the fact it will reveal to politicians how 
Americans can be expected to react when steps 
away from inflation affect cash income. If 
politicians conclude that most Americans don’t 
Tant to pay the price for an anti-inflation pol­ 
icy, systematic inflation as carried out from 
1933 to 1952 will never be challenged again.

This is the rule and the custom 
in American jurisprudence. Yet it 
is an amazing example of the prej­ 
udices that exist today where anti­ 
communist controversies are in­ 
volved to find the U. S. attorney 
himself under attack when he asks 
for the disqualification of a judge. 
There should be no surprise that 
the propriety of Judge Youngdahl 
sitting as a judge in the case of 
Owen Lattimore — indicted for de­ 
nying under oath that he was a 
“ promoter of Communist interests” 
—being questioned by Leo Rover, 
U. S. attorney. 
At the time the first ruling was 
handed down more than 18 months 
ago, thi£ writer reported the re­ 
action among many members of 
the bar to the Youngdahl decision 
and particularly 
to the judge’s 
gratuitous comments 
which 
had 
nothing to do with the indictments 
he was passing on but had a lot to 
do with revealing his tendency to 
pass judgment on the merits of 
the case itself even though no testi­ 
mony had as yet been presented. 
On May 6, 1953, this correspon­ 
dent wrote in a Washington dis­ 
patch as follows: 
“ When U. S. District Judge Luth­ 
er Youngdahl — the former gover­ 
nor of Minnesota who was appoint­ 
ed by President Truman in a polit­ 
ical maneuver that caused quite a 
flurry in Republican ranks in the 
northwest — threw out four of 
seven counts 
in 
the indictment 
against Owen Lattimore, quite a 
lot of curiosity 
and 
puzzlement 
was aroused in legal circles here. 
For the judge was not content to 
dismiss the four counts but in his 
written opinion 
said 
there was 
‘serious doubt in the court’s mind 
whether any count in this indict­ 
ment can finally pass the test of 
materiality.* 


“THE CURIOSITY 
arises be­ 
cause it is being asked: How can a 
federal judge who has expressed 
doubt about the three remaining 
counts give a fair trial to the gov­ 
ernment of the United States in 
prosecuting the case when he has 
already 
prejudged 
the 
issues? 
Wouldn’t a juror be disqualified if 
he expressed publicly such doubts 
before a trial took place? 
“There is some question also as 
to whether Judge Youngdahl has 
as yet been finally assigned to the 
Lattimore case for trial but, if he 
has been, then it would not be sur­ 
prising if the government asked 
that another judge be assigned in 
view of this prejudgment. 
“Judge Youngdahl’s o p i n i o n 
arouses puzzlement not because of 
the things he said but the things 
he apparently omitted to say or 
to take into account in his formal 
opinion. 
“Thus, although it wasn’t neces­ 
sary for Judge Youngdahl to do so 
to make his point, he declared that 
the Tydings committee of the Sen­ 
ate had investigated the charges 
against Owen Lattimore and ‘con­ 
cluded there was no foundation to 
the charges against him.’ 


“ONE WOULD have thought in 
a1] fairness that the judge would 
have taken cognizance of the in­ 
vestigation made by a second Sen­ 
ate committee under the 
chair­ 
manship of Sen. McCarran of Ne­ 
vada, which also investigated the 
same charges and spent an even 
longer time doing it and then came 
up with the conclusion that Owen 
Lattimore was ‘a conscious, arti­ 
culate instrument of the Soviet con­ 
spiracy in the United States.* To 
state the conclusion of one com­ 
mittee and omit th* conclusion of

the other committee is to cause 
more puzzlement. 
“The only reference that Judge 
Youngdahl makes to the McCarran 
committee report is to ’ say that 
‘apparently the committee c o u l d 
discover no evidence from its in­ 
vestigation of the testimony of the 
various witnesses that defendant 
lied in denying that he was a Com­ 
munist, a member of the Com­ 
munist party, a Soviet spy or a fel­ 
low traveler.* 
“ Here is an attempt by the judge 
to evaluate the S trate committee’s 
work and yet. so far as conclusions 
are concerned, he apparently ig­ 
nores the fact that the Senate com­ 
mittee did ask the Department of 
Justice 
to 
submit 
the 
perjury 
charges to a federal grand jury 
and did point to specific contra­ 
dictions which, in its judgment, 
merited attention. Is it the duty of 
a Senate committee to submit all 
its evidence of alleged perjury be­ 
fore the trial begins or is it the 
duty of the Justice Department to 
do so during the trial itself? 


“JUDGE YOUNGDAHL did say, 
w’ith reference to the three counts 
that remained for trial,- that ‘the 


question of materiality, like the 
question of pertinency, is a ques­ 
tion of law for the court to de­ 
cide when the government’s evi­ 
dence is in or at the conclusion of 
all the testimony.’ 
“ But if that’s to be the proced­ 
ure, then why did Judge Young­ 
dahl feel it necessary, even with­ 
out hearing any evidence, to cast 
doubt on the counts in the indict­ 
ment left to be tried? This and 
other questions are being asked as 
the case is being discussed among 
Washington lawyers, some of w’hom 
say the Youngdahl decision is quite 
unprecedented.” 
Notwithstanding the reaction to 
the case in May 1953, it is being 
asserted now in rebuttal to U. S. 
Attorney Rover’s affidavit charg­ 
ing prejudice and personal bias on 
the part of Judge Youngdahl that 
something very unusual and sur­ 
prising is being done by the De­ 
partm ent of Justice. 
It would have been unusual in­ 
deed if the issue of prejudice and 
bias had been overlooked by the 
government’s attorneys. Attorney 
General Brownell has rightly ex­ 
pressed his approval of Rover’s

DOYLESTOWN, Pa. ill — The 
Doylestown Intelligencer put out 
its 150th anniversary edition today 
—and because of Hurricane Hazel, 
much of the printing operation w’as 
the same as that employed 150 
years ago. 
Newsmen on the old Bucks Coun­ 
ty newspaper had to work 6 ^ 
hours by candlelight and kerosene 
lamps last night to get out the 
special 52-page edition. 
The hurricane brought about a 
power failure at the newspaper 
plant, as it did over much of Bucks 
County. 
“ We used facilities that could 
have been used 150 years ago to 
produce the same paper,” com­ 
mented Managing Editor George 
Thompson.
